dng to a report of the Food Adminis­ 
tration. Since Texas went on an ab­ 
solutely wheatless basis they have 
saved sufficient flour to feed the en­ 
tire American army in France for one 
month, enough to feed the Texas 
boys in the National Guard, the Na­ 
tional Army, the Regular Army, the 
Navy and the Marine Corps for an 
entire year, these figures of the Ad- 
mnistration show. 
More than 65,225 barrels of flour 
have been turned over to the Food 
Administration 
by 
Texas 
mills. 
Amounts purchased' from merchants 
who had small surpluses come to 
more than 1,700,000 pounds. 
The flour has been concentrated at 
Galveston and New Orleans, where 
it was sent direct to alUed countries. 
A total of 90,000 pounds of flour 
turned in by citizens of Fort Bend 
County 
was 
delivered 
direct 
to 
Camp Logan. 
State Food Administrator E. A. 
Peden has taken the position that 
every State should actually save 
enough wheat flour out of its normal 
consumption to feed the boys it has 
placeed In service. 
The Texas savings are sufficient to 
make 19,558,500 loaves

baked without 
wheat 
substitutes. 
With the amount of substitutes now 
received by bakers, It would be suf­ 
ficient to make 
26.078,000 loaves. 
The Food Administrator cites Texas 
as the banner wheat conservation 
state of the country.
